INCREDIBLE? 


Did our story seem incredible? It is vmbelievoble—that such a small group could ever 
dream of enforcing its will upon the maiority. But remember that a group far smaller than the 
number of Commimists living and working in America today seized control of Russia in 1917, 

No one con refuse to believe what he knows to be true. And we do know that every method 
shown in this presentation has been used by the Communists in their rise to power in other 
coimtries. Starvation, murder, slavery, force—those ore the tools the Commimists use to carry 
out the doctrine of Communism. 

The Commimists are preparing to seize control of America in any crisis. This crisis, real 
or contrived—will be their signal to move in • • • and make their bid for power. 

This crisis might begin with a flood in Pennsylvania—a drought in the Middle West Or 
it might begin with a general strike in some of our large industrial cities—New York—Detroit— 
Chicago—Son Francisco. 

It happened in Poland, Hungary, Yugoslavia, and country after country, the world over. 
It is their plan for America.

You ore the one with whom the Communist is struggling right now. His aim is to moke 
you hate your fellow man and keep you blind to the important things in life. He wants to moke 
you forget the imp>ortance of your right to vote os you please—to say what you please—to go 
where you please—to worship as you please. The Communist really wonts you to forget all 
your rights to individual freedom and liberty. 

But you cannot assume your individual rights without assuming individual responsibility. 

If you want to keep on living in freedom, you must know who the Communists are—and 
their methods of working. You must recognize the Communist Party line in action and separate 
Communist propaganda from the factual news of the day. 

You ore on the defensive in this battle. You owe it to yourself to know all about the invader.
